“We love it for what it enshrines 
and hate it for what it presages,” Dr. 
Johnson said of the cemetery. “It 
reminds us of those we love to remem- 
ber, but at the same time it makes us 
conscious of something we would fain 
' forget.” 

“Let us rest a while here on this 
bench,” he continued, “and ponder 
the significance of these graves. With 
all their differences they seem to 
preach a common truth. The baby 
“hesitating on life’s threshold, the in- 
‘valid constrained to a life of helpless- 
ness, the scholar whose wisdom seem- 
ed to him but ignorance, the pauper 
never quite able to transform a wish 
into a deed, the statesman and business 
executive contemptuous of the hills he 
had to climb because of the vision of 
mountains yet unscaled—what is their 
verdict concerning life? And all these 
other countless dead that sleep in 
their graves, mothers who sacrificed 
all for children who disappointed 
their hopes, young men and young 
women who died at the outset of their 
careers, physicians who felt they 
were just beginning to know some- 
thing about medicine, lawyers to 
whom increasing knowledge of the 
law brought a sense of being the mer- 
est tyros, teachers eager to be taught 
—what have they to tell us about life 
and death? In every case, I fancy the 
answer would be, there is too much of 
death and. too little of.. life: death 
comes too soon, life is too short. In 
the surprise of death, they said, ‘Can 
this be all? You say it is finished, 
though I feel it is not begun. Is this 
the end of my existence? Then must I 
say, life has not been worth the liv- 
ing, for whatever joys and consola- 


tions, victories and honors it may 
have brought me, its termination 
finds my deepest desires, my fondest 
ambitions, my noblest yearnings 
thwarted.’ 

Yet each and everyone of us 
is conscious that he has a  »per- 


sonality that is sacred, a personality 
that he instinctively defends and cher 
ishes. We are not just blind and 
meaningless atoms in a larger whole: 
on the contrary, the larger whole 
which is society is itself meaningless 
without us. In the mutual relations 
between the individual and the group, 
it is the individual that is most im- 
portant. Society is the means where- 
by the individual sustained and 
developed. 

“What of the countless millions 
alive today, the countless millions 
who have lived ere now, hidden lives. 
defeated lives, lives of poverty, sick- 
ness, slavery, what sense of immorta}- 
ity in society could they have?” Dr. 
Johnson continued. “Men who hew 
wood and draw water, men who are 
fated to perform the humblest and 
least honorable tasks in life, and who 
in every age have found consolation 
in the dream of better things in an- 
other life as the reward of duty wel! 
done and burdens patiently born. is 
their desire for continued existence to 
be assuaged by the assurance that 
society will be healthier for the sew- 
ers they are killing themselves to dig, 
warmer for the coal they are short- 
ening their lives to mine, closer to one 
another for the ships they are burning 
themselves up to stoke? No theory of 
man’s destiny is worthy of considera- 
tion that stops short of all mankind.”

Washington.—-Acute anxiety over 
American Catholic missionaries being 
besieged, captured and even reported 
murdered in China, is much relieved 
by cabled and telegraphed informa- 
tion received from two quarters here 
recently 

A score of American Vincentian 
priests and Sisters, headed by the Rt. 
Rev. John O'Shea, C. M., who for 
weeks have been reported beleaguered 
in the city of Kanchow, in imminent 
danger of death from threatening 
armies of “reds” and bandits, are now 
reported safe. The bandits have been 
driven some distance, say des- 
patches, and communication with the 
formerly besieged has heen re- 
established 

At the same time, word arrives that 
the two missionaries of the St. Colum-
